INSTRUCTION MANUAL 


IMPORTANT SAFETY INSTRUCTIONS 


When using your telephone equipment, 
basic safety precautions should always be 
followed to reduce the risk of fire, electric 
shock and injury to persons, including the 
following: 

1 . Read and understand all instructions. 

2. Follow all warnings and instructions 
marked on the product. 

3. Unplug this product from the wall outlet 
before cleaning. Do not use liquid 
cleaners or aerosol cleaners. Use a 
damp cloth for cleaning. 

4. Do not use this product near water, for 
example, near a bath tub, wash bowl, 
kitchen sink, or laundry tub, in a wet 
basement, or near a swimming pool. 

5. Do not place this product on an 
unstable cart, stand or table. The 
product may fall, causing serious 
damage to the product. 

6. Slots and openings in the cabinet and 
the back or bottom are provided for 
ventilation. To protect it from 
overheating, these openings must not 
be blocked or covered. The openings 
should never be blocked by placing the 
product on the bed, sofa, rug, or other 
similar surface. This product should 
never be placed near or over a radiator 
or heat register. This product should 
not be placed in a built-in installation 
unless proper ventilation is provided.

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INSTALLATION INSTRUCTIONS 


1 . Never install telephone wiring during a lightning storm. 

2. Never install telephone jacks in wet locations unless the jack is specifically designed for wet 
locations. 

3. Never touch uninsulated telephone wires or terminals unless the telephone line has been 
disconnected at the network interface. 

4. Use caution when installing or modifying telephone lines. 

INSTRUCTION FOR BATTERIES 

CAUTION: To Reduce the risk of fire or injury to persons, Read and foiiow these 

instructions. 

1 . Use alkaline battery (ies) of which size is indicated in the battery compartment. 

2. Do not dispose of the battery (ies) in a fire. The cell may explode. Check with local codes for 
possible special disposal instructions. 

3. Do not open or mutilate the battery (ies). Released electrolyte is corrosive and may cause 
damage to the eyes or skin. It may be toxic if swallowed. 

4. Exercise care in handling batteries in order not to short the battery with conducting materials 
such as rings, bracelets, and keys. The battery or conductor may overheat and cause burns. 

5. Do not attempt to recharge the battery (ies) provided with or identified for use with this 
product. The batteries may leak corrosive electrolyte or explode. 

6. Do not attempt to rejuvenate the battery (ies) provided with or identified for use with this 
product by heating them. Sudden release of the battery electrolyte may occur causing burns 
irritation to eyes or skin. 

7. When replacing batteries, all batteries should be replaced at the same time. Mixing fresh and 
discharged batteries could increase internal cell pressure and rupture the discharged battery

8. When inserting batteries into this product, the proper polarity or direction must be observed.

This quality product 
is an electronic push button telephone 
which is a replica of the CAR. 

Please read this operation manual before 
using your new telephone and keep it on 
hand for further reference.

INSTALLATION 

The NASCAR telephone uses the new 
standard modular jack RJ11C. To connect 
the phone, simply plug it into a wall jack. 
Adapters which permit the NASCAR 
telephone to be used with the old 4-prong 
jacks are available from most telephone 
accessory stores. 


If your home has neither a modular jack 
nor 4-prong wall socket, you may ask your 
telephone company to install a modular 
jack type USOC: RJ11C. The telephone 
company will make a one time charge for 
this installation. 

Unplug the telephone from the wall outlet 
before installing the batteries. Use a 
cross-head screw driver to loosen the 
screw that is securing the battery door. 
Insert two new "AA" size batteries into the 
battery compartment as the polarity 
indicated. Then close the battery door and 
tighten back the screw with the screw 
driver. Never installing or replacing 
batteries when the telephone is connected 
to the wall outlet. 

OPERATING THE TELEPHONE 

Before operating the telephone, make 
certain it is properly installed with two new 
batteries. For long time storage, please 
remove batteries from the compartment. 
Whenever there is an incoming call, the 
telephone will give a normal electronic ring 
tone when the ringer switch is set to RING 
position, even though there is no battery 
or the batteries are exhausted. When the 
ringer switch is set to VOICE position, the 
telephone will give the NASCAR sound. 
There is no NASCAR sound when the 
batteries are out or exhausted. 
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There are two types of telephone systems 
is use. The most common is called TONE 
dialing. The other is called PULSE or 
ROTARY dialing. Contact your telephone 
company to find out which system is used 
in your area. Your NASCAR telephone will 
operate in either system. Simply set 
TONE/PULSE MODE switch next to the 
key board to TONE for tone dialing or 
PULSE for pulse dialing. 

Your telephone is now ready for use and 
will operate like any standard telephone. 

PULSE DIALING FEATURE 

1. Redial -If you get a busy signal, 
depress the hook switch for at least 
1to 2 seconds. Then press the redial 
key(RD) and the number will be 
automatically redialed. The phone's 
memory will store the last number 
called indefinitely as long as the phone 
is not disconnected. 

2. Long Distance Service will only 
respond to tone dialing signals. Your 
phone can use the Long Distance 
Service even from pulse dialing area. 
Use the following procedure. 

A. Dial your Long Distance Service 
number to get a line. 

B. After Long Distance Service 
acknowledging signal, switch the 
TONE/PULSE switch to TONE 
position. 

C. Dial the desired number. If busy, 
repeat the same procedure. 

D. Be sure to switch back to PULSE 
when done. 


TONE DIALING FEATURE 

1. Redial-Same as pulse dialing (see 
above). 

2. Long Distance Service are accessed 
and used according to the instruction 
issued by each service. 

3. *,#,- Special function keys. These keys 
are used for various purposes on long 
distance or other tone dial system 
applications. Use as indicated by these 
services. 

VOLUME CONTROL 
FEATURE(HANDSET) 

Push "HI" position, receiver volume level 
will increase. Push "LO" position, receiver 
volume level will decrease 

DEMO FEATURE 

When "OFF/VOICE/RING" switch set to 
"VOICE" position and "RING" position. 
Press the Demo button to hear the 
telephone play the NASCAR sound. 

MAINTENANCE 

Repairs or Modifications 
There are no user serviceable parts or 
adjustments on this unit other than the 
MODE switch. Should your telephone 
require repair, please read and follow the 
instructions on the warranty sheet. 
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Cleaning 

Cleaning the exterior surfaces of your 
telephone should be done on a regular 
basis. Use a soft cloth slightly dampened 
with warm, clean water to remove dust 
and dirt. Do not use furniture polish, 
waxes, plastic cleaner, solvents or 
detergents of any kind to clean your 
phone.
